It should not be o difficult 
matter, to. preserve regularity of 
mails between places so near to each | 
othor, aspecially when so many first 
class vesacls are available at fre- 
uent intervals. Since shortly after 
the British Post Office in Shanghai 
Yas. claged ‘and the service, tnins 
ferral: fo“the Chinese, there’ has 
been a ‘constant irregularity in the 
arrival af mail, duplicates coming 
at the.saine time or in advance of 
originala, and at times long -and 
unexplained interval between one 
mail and the next.’ It is a. serious 


jreflection, on: the capacity of the 


Chinese Post Offica officiala that 
they anpesr to be unable to cope 
with a simplo‘service like, this and 
it looks as if the surrender of the 
Fareign Post Office ta them: had 
been premature. I trust that this 
matter will engage the serious 
attention of those responsible at the 
Northern'port, and that an improve- 
ment will eoon manifeat itself.
